Honoured Sir, 


FO akd me laſt Night, What I thought the beſt 
way of anſwering Dr. Sacheverell's Sermon on Nev, 

| 5. I told you, one way was to let it drop into Si- 
lence and Contempt, for that there was not one Argument 
to anſwer, but a Jumble of Words and Periods, that made 


the Crackling of Thorns, Noiſe and Flame; aud therefore 


it was better to pity the Man, and deſpiſe the Stuff. It could 
do no Harm, but rather great Service, to make his own 
Party-Friends aſham'd of him, and to convince the Wotld that 
Madneſs is as bad. as Moderathy. Burt faid you, there be 
fome Anſwers in Print, and will be more: Pray what is the 
beſt Courſe that a new Anſicrer can rake with him? Why, 
Sir, ſaid l, to let him anſwer himſelt; that is, to produce 
his own Words, and to let him ſtand or fall by them, with- 
out calling him any Names, or taking into his Life and Con- 
verſation. Sir, You preſ@ne to give a Specimen of it. Here 
it is cool and calm, under theſe Heads: Propriety, Perti- 
nence, Good Senſe, Vcracigty, Seriouſneſs, Chatity, and 
Allegiance. | 

I. Propriety of Wores and Phraſes is the firſt thing requi- 
red in a Preacher, tho' he be not a Scholar. This Talent of 
putting Thoughts into plain and proper Expreſſions is now 
grown common among the very Tradeſmen aud the Womez : 
They that have Senſe can do it without being bred to Letters. 
The meaneſt Scribler is how aſham'd of being rax'd with any 
Blunder. And yet in this Decor ot Divinity's Sermon, there 
be many Phraſes and Periods that are hardly proper. The Con- 
clave of Jeſuits, p. 5. they tell me ſhould be the Congregation 
of Feſuits, or elſe the Conclave of Cardinals. To call the Pa- 
piſts treacherous Falſe Brethren, is not a right Application of 
the Word, nor ſuch as he himſelf does afterward allow to it. 
And does he ſpeak very properly, when he fays of ancther 
ſort of falſe Brethren, p. 11. That when either their Tongues, 
Hands, or Purſes are wanting in ber (the Churches) Defence: 
are ready to ſacriſice their Perſons and Eſtates in ber FVindication) 
When he menrions a hoiſting the To/eration, he had bettet have 
applied it to the Vnion- Flag. When he makes Apoſtates — 
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be Refugees from our Saviour, p. 20. he ſhould have ſaid that 
all Retugces are Renegadocs. When he provides for the 
Branch of the Foundation, p. 23. he thouid have proved that 
the Bottom of the Root was the Branch of the Tree. 1 
would not pick out every Paſlage; J only point at theſe, 
that 1 hardly think propcr, at leaſt for one who would be 
thought an Orator. But note here, I hat by bare Imtropr ie- 
ty I do not mean Flights and Bombaſt, or Nontence, or Fal- 
ſnood; they will fall in under other Heads. 

II. Pertinence is another neceſſary Talent in a Preacher, to 
adapt his Subject to the Time, and ſo bring home the thoughts 
of his Audience to the Occaſton of the Day, eſpecially on 
Clemn Faſts and Feſtivals; when to run away from the Cauſe 
of their Inſtitution, ſeems really ro mack God, as well as to 
deccive the Pcople. Now upon the Fifth of November, to 
bring up along Diſcourſe of the Perils of Falſe Brethren both in 
Church ard State, when it was a Day of Deliverance, nor 
from Brethren, but from Aliens and Strangers, from profeſt 
Enemies, that neither own our Communion nor our Govern- 
ment; This is ſomewhat, methinks, that we cannot call 
Pertinent, rather a little foreign and remote. Then in the 
Beginning of ſuch a Diſcourſe, to rack together the Thirti- 
ech of Jauuaryxthe Fifth of November, and to make them 
run as it were in parallel Lines, to meet as ir were in a Centre, 
is ſomewhar that ar leaſt is not to the purpoſe. Any Day in 
the Year would have better ſery'd for ſuch a Text: And, in- 
deed, this old Sermon was nor only calculated for the Meri- 
dian of another Place, as the Judge ſaid of his Charge, bur 
it was undoubredly deſign'd for, and held forth ar ſome o- 
ther time, when it could not be alrogether ſo Impertinent. 
III. Good Senſe is a little above the Propriety and Pertinence 
of Words and Phraſes, and ſhould be kept up in a Sermon a- 
bove all Diſcourſes whatſoever; becauſe any Turn of Non- 
Senſe is apt to ſhock a good Chriſtian, Hearer, and to make 
them with it were deliver'd rather in any other place. For 
example, while any thoughtful Auditor at Pauls, Nov. 5. 
heard of the Sanginary Conſequences of the Popith plot be- 
fore it g exccuted, it mult puzzle them to think what Bloc d 
was ſpilt but that of the Travtors ſome time after; and | 
think not one of them beheaded, All a dry Death. Again, 
if you heard as you have ſeen, P. S. that all the betraying 
and deſtroying the Church is done, I wiſh I could not ſay, with- 
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out Diſcouragement, I am ſure without Impunity. Wouid 7 
have thought this to be Seuſe, unlets with and without be all. 
one, or Impuniry may ſtaiid tor Puniſhment. Suppoſe again, 
you had heard him complain of proicts', Knaves and Hypo- 
crites, p. 22 would it not have ſtopr your Attention, and 
ſet you upon conltierwg, whether in this canning World 
there be many, profeſt Knaves ; and if there be, whether 
of thoſe protfeſi K aves there be ove profeſt Hypocrite; and 
if ſo, whether all other Hypocrites do not a little differ 
from what they pretend or profeſs to be I] am ſparing 
there be other Expreiſſions that keep at a little diſtance 
from good Senſr, and hu could not but have recollecteg ſdme 

of them, when the Preacher cri-d our againſt a Hi Hure of 
Tacomſiſtercy and Nonſerſe, that anyone that has the leaſt Spark tf 
Conſcience or Reaſon nit renounce and deteſt. p. 22. G

be found in tue Church and Pulpit, of all Places in the World, 
There to utter any Uitrmh, 13 to preach the Word of God 

in the Language of the Father of Lyes. S. me things poſi- 

| tively aſſerted in this Set mon are nor true. He ſays, the Cune 
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powder Treaſon it a Fact ſo evidently acknowledg'd, that the Pa- 
piſts themſelves are ſy fur from denying, that they extol it with the 
higheſt Panegyricks, When, to Go the Parfits Juſtice, many 
are ſo aſhamed, that they have denied the Fatt, and would 
repreſent it ( tho}, very foolithly ) as Plot of Cecil; and e- 
ven other papiſts have nor cxtoll'd it, but cxprefly condemn'd 
it as a Villaſny acted by a deſperar: Party of the Jeſuits. He 
asks how often we muſt be told. that K 4 William himſelf ſolemne

his Death. It is plain the Compariſon intended, is betwixt the 


Rump Parliament, whom he makes to vote K. Ch. I. out of dan- 
ger, and a late Parliament in this Reign that voted it ſcandal” 
cus and ſeditious to ſay the Church was in Danger. This Sermon 
was firſt preach'd When this Compariſon was more odious, 
and if etue, had been a lirtle fancy and ſeditious. But in the 
Old Fact compared with the New there ie little or no Truth. 
There is no one Vote of cither Houſe ſitting near the time of 
thc King's Death, that vored che King's Perſon to be out of 
danger. They rather complain'd all along that his Perſon was 
in danger, cven in his own Court among evil Miniſters, in his 
own Army, and afterward in the Cuſtody of the other Army; 
and declared the only Safety of his Perſon to be in coming to 

his two Houſes. 
But what can you expect of a Divine in Civil Hiſtory, who 
ſails in the Hiſtory of his Bible! A more egregious lnſtance 
could ha dly be given, than what you find in the ſame 20rh 
Page, upon hn; 1 of Danger. And now are we under 
no Danger in theſe deplar able Circumſtances? Muſs we lull our 
ſelves under this ſad Rc. and in (ſuch a ſtupid lethargick Secu- 
rity embrace our Ruin? Men Eliſha the great Prophet of God 
mas ſurrounded with an Heiſt of Enemies that fought for bis Life, 
bin Pond: ſervant be held not the Peril, til his Eyes were open*dby 
Aſiracley and he found himſelf in the midſt of Horſes and Chariots 
of Fire, This is all his own Commentary that directly cons 
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tradifts the Text. Elb Servant beheld ant the Peril; Ves, b% 
Servant did behold the Peril, before his Maſter prayed the 
Lord to open his Eyes. He qid behold both the Horſes, and 
the Chariors, and be cried am for fear, 2 King. 6.15. But when 
his Eyes werg opened by Miracle, hg found himſelf in the midſt of 
Horſes and Chariots of Fire, i. e. in the midit of Danger. Di- 
rectly contrary he himſelf out of Danger; for he now taw - 
the Mountain full of Horſes and Chariots of Fire round 
about Eliſha, i. e. He ſaw a Miracle of Protection and Safety, 
to fear not. For ſaid his Maſter, they that be with us are more 
than they that be ageinſt us. I cannot but ſay, that many a 
hriſtian would have had his Eyes lift up, and his Hair 
ave heard an hiſtorical Part of Scripture ſo groſly 
iced into an apparent Falſhood. x 
V. Seriouſneſs is another Talent becoming the Pulpit, and 
a Miniſter of God in it. The Word muſt be ſpoken and 
heard with Reverence and Godly Fear. The Geſture, the 
Style, the Voice, and the whole Man muſt be with Sobricty, 
and in awful Senſe of Religion. That Levity which becomes 
a Stages defiles an Altar; and what the World calls Banter 
is in the Preacher's Lips as bad as Blaſphemy. There is too 
much of this Humour in Dr. Saebeverell's Sermon: You 
would think him perhaps mighty ſexious, and the molt in 
carneſt of any Man in the World, by his Vehemence and 
Vociferations, and his Zcal upon Zeal. Bur alas! this is 
to ſhrick out without being in any Fright. A Man ia a ter- 
rible Vizor may laugh under it, The Hawkers cry, A true 
Relation of a horrible and bloody Murder, when they are 
no way effected bur to get a Penny by it. I appeal to you, 
whether this grave Doctor does not banter, not only in h's 
Epiſtle, by deriding your Court of Aldermen, ſor their gi- 
ving Impartial Sentence, and being Wiſe and Acute judges; 
and upon my Lord himſelf in teaching him a part of the Ten 
Commandments: My Lord, 1 was a!ways humbly of Opinion that 
the Fifth Commandment was genaine, &c. But he brought this 
Archneſs down. the Pulpit Stairs with him The wileh Yol- 
pones is a Character in a Comedy, p. 21. and Her Majeſty, 
God bleſs Her, is a piece of a Song. The Pickers up and 
Retailers of ſuck Wir are the worſt of Buyers and Scilers to 


be Whipt our of the Temp'e. 


VI. Natural and eaſie Language is another good Property 


in Preaching, drawing the People to hearken and undirfiand,

ſaying alitile in a few Words. You would neither hear 
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8 ch Was the Piſtemper of Men in the Apoſtles time, When the 
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AMurmnurers and Complainers are the very Orators, whoſe Mouth 
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Croſs. Thus (ſays he) our Falſe Brethren, the Tens dd of 


Bleſſed Saviour, crucify the Church betwixt Thieves, p. 17. With 
equal Prophaneneſs, he-makes his true Churchman to be a God 
Almighty : Under all Circumftances like that God and Religion he be- 
lieves and ſerves; without Variableneſs, or ſhadow of Change, but is 
the ſame to day, to morrom, and for ever, Which indeed cannot 


be ſaid of a Low-Church-May. Again, he makes 4 Medley of 4 


Poetical Fable and Scripture, in a manner not ſerious or cha 


ſpeaking of the Union of Proteſtants, which ſome have called 4 


Comprehenſion. ' He gives it this Flouriſh : And to admit this Re- 
ligiews Trojan Horſe, 77 with Arms and Ruin, into our Holy City, 
the ſtrait Gate muft be laid quite open. Her Walls and Incloſures 
pull d down, and an High-R1ad made in upon her Communion, and this 
pure Spouſe of Chr proſtituted to more Adwlterers than the Scarlet 
Whore in the Revelations, p. 16. A Man of Wit, can make an 
thing of his Church; a Saviour on the Croſs, and yet a worle Pro- 
ſtitute than the Whore of BabylonBatHow bold ſoever he maketh 
with the Church, 13 ne ſhould ſpare the Foundation of it, the Ho- 
ly Scriptures, and the Head of it, our Bleſſed Lord. F 
A lan ot theſe Liberties may fly in the Face of all Mor- 
tals, And I think he does ſo in 1 very ſufficient manner. 
He inſulis the De1d, and aſſaults the Living, and with as lit- 
rle Regard to Truth, as to Charity and Good Manners, 


Rings and Qu-ens, Arch-biſnops and Biſhops, are rak'd out 


of their Graves, to be cenſur'd and condemn'd by him: Q. 
Flix ibeth was d:\uded by a pe fi lious Prelate to the Folexa- 
tion of the Genevian Diſcipline, p. 19.

She pardon'd indeed ſome few, 
and ſuffer'd others to be hang d: The Doctor himſelf com- 
m-10s theft her wholſom Severities, and indeed no Govern- 
ment can long ſubſiſt without making ſome Examples of Ju- 
ſtice Now he retracts, and commends Q Elizabeth, for a 
Qiecn of true Reſolution, and pious Zeal, either only to 
1:tmare ſomewhat wanting in ſome other Queen, or at leaſt 
tor a Hangle of arraigning her next Succeſſor K. Fames J. 
Had Her Succeſſor, R. James, but foll:w'd ber wiſe Politicks, his 
Son bad never fallen 2 Martyr to their Fury, nor any of bis unhap- 
ty ſpring ſuffered whoſe diſafireus Calamities, which made the 
hoe! Fani:y one continued Sacrifice to their Malice, p. 19. It is 
very true, that the Sufterings of K. Charles I. were a little 
owing to the Mal- Adminiſtration of his Farher's Reign, but 
for a Cauſe directly contrary ro what the Doctor aſſerts ; not 
becauſe he did not follow the Example Q Elizabeth in Severi-

© He fallupon the latter under this Title of a Rebel to God, 
and Trairor to his Church a Falſe Brother, preſuming to 
e evacuate the great Sanction of the Gotpel, the Eternity of 
Hell Torments—— and to lay open all thoſe ſacred Boun- 
* daries of the Church, to let. in all Sectariſts and Sciſmaticks, 
* of whatſoever wild, romantick or Enthuſiaſticæ Notions,

© clefiaſtical Achitopels? A Scheme ſo Monſtrous, ſo Ro- 
mantick and Abſurd, that 'tis hard ro ſay, whether it 
had more of Villaſny or Folly in it. It is poſſible, 
that Archbiſhop Grindal was inclinable ro the ſame Deſign, 
nay, 1 believe all good Men will be for ever ſo enclin'd, 
However, to do ſome Juſtice ro Archbiſhop Grinda!'s Memo. 
ry; he was a wiſe and pious Man; he was long in great Fa- 
Vour with the Queen, and was put out of ir by a potent 
Courticr, for the Courage and Conſcience of doing his own 
Duty. However, he went to his Grave in Pe:ce, and was 
never diſturb'd there till the Miniſtry of Archbiſhop Lead, 
whoſe Creatures, Heylin and others, began to run down 
Archbiſhop Abbot, and Archbiſhop Gringal. to recommend 
the different Temper and Meaſures of their own fanguine 
Patron. And from that time Moderation began to be called 
GrindaliXing, &c. Yet there never was any warm Writer that

him, he was hang d up by the Neck at St. Thomas a Water- 
ing s, on Ma) 29, 1593.

The Doctor began theſe Civi- 
ities at Oxford. He was there the known Author of a.Pam- 
phler, about the Character of a High or Low Church-man : 
And happening to owe his Education, his little Cure, and | 
bis Mother's Livelihood. to the Biſhop of Coventry and Lich- { 
Cela, the Bilhop of Morceſter, and the Biſhop of Sarum, al 
very worthy Prelates, he choſe out theſe three, and made them 
a bountiful Return of Calumnies and Scandak. 
You would expect perhaps a little Diſcretion in the Doctor, 
and ſo much of Self Defence, as to keep at a Diſtance from 
the Miniſtry the Parliament and the Queen. Well! there 1s 
ſuch a State as a Reprobate Mind, that drives away not only 
Conſcience, but common Prudence. The Doctor has ſo lit- 
te Guard upon himſelf, that he flies High, and flies at A, 
2nd this not in dark Libels, but in a Sermon at Noon Day, in 
dhe midſt of the City.

was long ſince taken off by the Queen and Two H: riſes, He 
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calls down Vengtunce from Providence on 4 Church and Kingdom 
thus debauch*d in its Principley, and corrupted in its Manners, and 
inſtead of the true Faith, Diſcipline, and Worſhip, given over to 


all Licentiouſneſs both in Opinion and Practice, to all Senſuality, 


Hypocriſy, Lewdneſs, and Atheiſm, And now ( ſays he) are we 
under no Danger in theſe deplorable Circumſtances ? Muſt we lull 
our ſelves under this ſad Repoſe ? &c. Once more: The Queen 
is in her Royal Goodneſs, as well as in the Conſtitution of 
her Government, an Enemy to Perſecution, and yet this Do- 
cor is whetting a Sword for her, and pointing out her Friends 
to fall under the Edge of it. They who qualifie themſelves to get 
into P'aces and Preferments, who put on a Shew of Loyalty, and 
ſeem tolerably eaſie in the Government, if they can engroſs the Ho- 
nour and Profits of it. But let Her Majeſty reach out her little 
Finger to touch their Loins, and theſe ſworn Enemies to Paſſive On 
bedfence, and the Royal Family, ſball fret themſelves, and curſe 
their Oucen and their God, and ſhall look upwards, p. 15. Theſe 
arc they whom he calls our Political Falſe Brethren. .. 

XV. You begin to think me tedious; but indeed, I have 
tired my ſelf more than l can do You, by ſearching a Place 
that affords nothing hut what is offenſit᷑ to any Senſes that are 
in a right Order. You laid it upon me, but I hope one ſuch 
Penance is enough for a Man's Life. I-have been faithful in 
the Quotations in Words at length, and have not wreſted them 
to any purpoſe but their own immediate Senſe, confirmed by 
the Tenor of the whole Sermon. There be many other Paſ- 
ſages that I have omitted to ſave trouble. I have likewiſe 
paſt by his Inſcriptions of Danger to the Church on his Title 
Page from Yelleius Paterculus and St. Paul, and his conclu- 
ding Prayer for cleanſing the Church, and ſeveral other things. 
Nay, I have not meddlafwith his darling Principle of Paſ- 
ſi ve Obedience, becauſe he aflerts it without a Weiß to probe 
it, and partly becaute that miſtaken Matter has been abun 
dantly ſet right by our beſt Lawyers and Divines at the Re 
volution, and by the Laws themſelves, and our whole pre 
ſent Conſtitution ; and indeed by the precedent Laws of Na 
ture and Revelation. And upon this Point the Doctor is 2 
bundantly corrected by another Anſwer entituled, The Penis 
of bring zcalouſly Fit ed but net well, I have likewiſe omitted 
all Perſonal Reflections upon the Doctor (except a Word or 
two upon his known lngratitude) not that l am a Stranger 
go his Life and Convyerfation, from Marlborough to the £ 
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: _ ther Borough; but becauſe it is his way, and very unbecôti | 


ing any other Writer; nor would You, Sir, allow it, if 1 


could forgive my ſelf in it. Nor, laſtly, do 1 meddle with 
any Proceedings in your Court of Aldermen, or any Qe- 
ſtions elſewhere. I keep purely to the Sermon, and am only 


ſorry that 7 muſt ſay thus much farther, That ſince tha 
Foundations of the City of London, and the Converſion 


of this Iſland to Chriſtianity, there has not been in any Age; 


q within any Cathedral or Paroctfal Church, ſuch a Sermon, 
* fo Infolent, Uncharitable,Uatrue,as this deliver d (tho long 
before composd) before the Right Honourable the Lord 


Mayor, Aldermen, and Citizens of London at the Cithe- 
dral Church of St. Paul, on the 5th of Novemb. 1709. 
by Henry Sacheverall D. D. I have nothing to do to en- 
quire whether this be not the firſt Example of Modeſty 


to print ſuch a Serman by Command of a Lord Mayor, 
without and againſt an Order of the Court of Aldermen. 
I drop a great many things for Brevity, and muſt leave 
a little room to pray heartily for the Proſperity of this 
Nation, and the Peace and Happineſs of this Great Gity; 
from the Perils of Plague and Fire, and falſe Breilwen, 
and Fury of Perſecutors, who defile the Temple, and 


would turn All into a Field of Blood, after they have 


turned Religion into Rebellion, and Faith into Fadi-
